clare we unto you—tlmt which we 
him1 MCCII with our eyct* and looked 
upon und our Imnds hiive handled, of 
the Word of life." John hud Been, 
hud heard und hud luiiidlcd, nnd un- 
like Thomas, he hud no doulita; but 
liU fnilh u|mrt from his lnwi.nl and 
spiritual expression, rested \eiy lurge- 
ly u|«m the fuels that Thomas ue- 
iiiniKlcil in order to clear bin mind of 
doubts; "I would see," said '1'boinan, 
"that I may believe."

There arc those in our day 
who apparently would like to see a 
church or chrlstlun without u creed. 
Thin thing la practically Impossible.

pntwihilily of man forming a partner- 
ship with 
God—partnership with 


Uod, Is Ihe thought that ] wish to 
cmnliiiHUc. I turn over the pages of 
Hcrlwrt Kpcnccr and I lincl an expres- 
xlon of tills kind; "We cunnot krow 
God." Well, we cannot know our fel- 
lun men thoroughly. Just what my 
thoughts are, you do not know, neith- 
er do 1 know what your thoughts are. 
The motives thut prompt in<' to ac- 
tion, you cannot tell; neither can I 
tell the motives that prompt you to 
action. I know you as you know me, 
only in u general way. We use for 
the most part, particularly lh« rule 
that Christ laid down; "I'.y their 
fruits, ye shnll know them. ' I u)ii 
Inclined to agree with Hpeucer that if 
we would confine our knowledge to 
tlmt which we acquire from what 
might lie termed nature Is religion. 
What do we know naturally or God? 


A good many people are like him 


of whom llunyon «roto. whose head 
was pinned over a wall; but if we are 
inclined to lift our heads aloft like 
Napoleon on fiellerophon, we may 
exclaim as we point to the sTars that 
may lead us on, and yet uhen we 
limy come toconsidei the rneie quali- 
ties of Ihe power that may 
b<> there: 


How loyal when we know! You may 
talk about tlie lilies of Ihe valley and 
yet when you and I think of the lilies, 
of the valley apart from tht revela- 
tions in lessons that we learned, they 
are swept away by the whirlwind or 
are blasted by pessimism. 


Jesus Christ was the great revealer 
and He showed Uod as the li^lit and 
life nnd as love; and he took from tbe 
akv that which tbe puguns ha'I looked 
nt for years and blind, relentlins faith 
subsltitulctl in Us place; kind and 
benevolent countenance of Ihe heav- 
enly Father. 
It is possible to have partnership 


with Ood but before we enter into 
any partnership we must know Him 
that is to be our partner. Therefore, 
if it is possible to have paitnership 
with God, it must be potable to 
know God. Jesus Christ has revealed 
Him to us. Well, you s»j, what 
about tbe requirements of this part- 
nership? 1 sut in Broil J street station 
—go lo tlie news stand anil buy a 
jtaper—turn over to some of the want 
ads—see under the head of advertise- 
ments or possibly under the head of 
personals: Wauled, partner; I read a 
little further on, I am anxious to en- 
gage In business, I discover that the 
partner that is wanted must te a man 
tlmt is the possessor of ten thousand 
dollars. "That eliminates ine." II 
eliminates almcst anyone that lives 
in the county of Cheater. That is 
what is desired by the gentleman who 
wishes to enter into partnership. Here 
Is another advertisement: A man 
whose business bos bad to da with 
South America, 
wants a partner. 


Another wants a partner, but he must 
have some knowledge of .Spanish. 
Well that excludes me, because I am 
not over-familiar with even the rules 
of English. Another reads as fol- 
lows: 
"Desires a partner, but lie 


must be a man of good reputitlon." 
Some poor fellow who has made a 
mistake, or perhaps years ago com- 
mitted a sin in the community says 
lo himself; "Jio matter how earnest 
I may be at present—how de-lroua of 
wiping out tue stain, I will not be 
accepted. If I apply." Here is an- 
other: Must be over twenty-live years 
of age; and the young man who bas 
a hard time with a mother te support, 
Is looking whether be cannot by some 
possibility obtain employment. 
He 


looks not 
in that quartei. Then 
again: must be white; by this all our 
colored friends are excluded. 


What are the requirements in this 


partnership 
of 
which 
I 
speak? 


•'Whosoever Cometh unto inc. I will 
in no wise cant out." It Is the one 
place on earth where the color line 
Is not drawn; the one puue where 
the age line In not drawn. Jesus 
mid, when on earth, these words; 
they are the tenderesi and sweetest 
that He ever spoke: "Buffer little 
children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not. for of such Is the kingdom 
of heaven." Then say we vlll enter 
into this partnership; we know God 
is going to trust us with Ills busi- 
ness; trust us witb His business, yes, 
even the youngest of us. Why? When 
Jesus went up Into the temple ami 
they Inquired where He w.-ia, wbal 
did be answer? "Wist ye not that 1 
must I*about my Father's business?'' 


There Is something even that i 


child of twelve yean can do. Well, 
what la tbe character of this business' 
Is It limited or confined to Bristol? 
No. 
reunsylvanla? No. 
America? 


No. Tbe work for Jesus Christ, 11s 
limitation Is u wide as the world in 


which we live. "Go ye out Into all 
the world nnd preaeh the gospel to 
every creature." There Is no country 
and no nation that does not need tliat 
which offers. 


Suppose we Bit down and look at 


some of tbe rules of business. When 
I first began to study law my pre- 
ceptor, and I do not know that be 
differed materially from some of the 
others who live in that town, band- 
ed me a book that contained thirty- 
three rules, and. I looked at that 
book and read rule one: "Get your 
fee," with fee emphasized ; rule two. 
three and four, and after I had read 
up to thirty-two, when I came to 
thirty-three, it was just the same as 
the first: "Got your fee." That il- 
lustrated the selfish character of the 
business In which I was t'bout to be 
engaged or «f the man wbo wrote 
the ru'es. That man was not my 
preceptor in business; but suppose we 
look at the rules of this partnership 
what will we Ond, some other singu- 
lar ones? "Love your enemies" Is 
rnle number one; 
Do good to them 


thut hate you," rule number two. 
"Pray for them that despitefutly use 
yon and persecute you.'' These rules 
were not made on earth, but cume di- 
rectly from God. Rules like these 
might bave been made on earth: He- 
peat tlie creed, attend the church once 
a day and make a contribution. With 
these we are perfectly familiar and 
we can give them out to tbe letter. 
May I venture the assertion that al- 
most every man In this audience Is 
observing these three rules, and they 
are good just as far n» they go, but 
they are not cardinal rules of the part- 
nership with God. Now, lot us re- 
peat those, others. "Love youi ene- 
mieH." "Do good to them that hate 
you," "Pray for them that dcspltedly 
use you and persecute you." Do )ou 
want to enter Into tbe partnership? 
If you do, you must obey the rules, 
nnd curry out tho principles that God 
has lulu down. Then iiguln there is 
another thing about tbls partnership. 
I remember si.me eight or ten years 
ngo, In my own town, I had occa- 
sion to go to a coal merchant or mer- 
ihautH rather. 1 mid to them: "I 
vould like to have a ton of coal." 
I'hey said: "Om coal is ill gone. 
iVe haven't any In; we won't have 
any in for some time to come." I 
lid not inquire whether coal \\us 
jhort or whether their credit was bad. 
it was a fact that they did not have 
that which I needed. It inn pcculi- 
>rlty of this partnership that God can 
upply the need of everyone. 
Your 


need isn't the same as mine. Mine 
sn't the same as yours. There are 
eiuptations that aro peculiar to yon 
md peculiar to me. Home of the 
:emptutions before which jou fall I 
,'i.nild stand almost without help and 
:he temptations before which 1 fall 
may bo those which would not uffcci 
you in the least; but my Ood knows 
what 1 necil; knows what you need 
and He is able and willing to supply 
he need of all of us. Why, tlie grace 
of Uod is not like u river, it is like 
:he seu, which sends its waters into 
the bay and fills up not only the 
;reat indentations, but cveiy little 
iieb of space In our lands. 


Well, what about failure? If I join 


.his partnership, If I enter into it, 
what about failure? Let me say this 
jo you, Unit the man who enters into 
partnership with God nnd who takes 
an his motto; i"Kor me to live is 
rlst," never fulls. 
He may back- 


slide, but ultimately he never fulls. 
Let us just consider that motto for u 
minute, because It's the distinguishi- 
ng feature of a man who bas formed 
a partnership with God : "For me to 
live is Christ." You say, well I do 
not just exactly like that motto, sup- 
pose we substitute something eUe: 
''For me to live is pleasure" (Well, 
put a dash after that); "For me to 
lire is study" (a dusli after that) ; 
"For inc to live Is moncj" (a dash 
after tlmt). Now let us complete it; 


JKor me to live," »»y8 'he Apostle, 
is Christ and to die is gam." 
For me to live," you say/' is pleas- 


ure and to die Is loss." " For me to 
live is money and to die is lo leave it 
behind." My friends, will you take 
that motto as the motto of your life? 
Will you form tills partnership with 
God? God Is willing, nnd offers It to 
you this afternoon ; will you accept 
the oiler? Well, some one says, ' I 
suppose if I do, I will have to leave 
this wurk-a-day world." No, U is 
ust in this work-a-day world that 
Bod wants jou ami me to act. Here 
to do the holiest things In the heaven- 
llest way. 


"If you sit down at set of sun 
And count tbe acts that you have 


done, 


And counting find 


One sell-deny ing act, one word 
That eased the heart of him who 


heard, 
One glance most kind 


That fell like sunshine where it 


went, 


Then you may count that hour well 


spent. 


Tf through all the live-long day
